They are 
confiscating foodstuffs, biankets, 
medicines and other stores, dis- 
patching them to those in Sao Pau- 
lo who remain loyal to the gov- 
ernment. 

The Gazetta Do Povo today pub- 
lished a proclamation signed by the 
Governor of Sao Paulo, which says:

campaign he told France after the 
premiers’ first meeting that q@ new 
entente had been put under way 
and he had received a pledge of 
British assistance to France 
against German aggression. The 
British outcry against any such er- 
rangement, followed by a disclaim- 
er from MacDonald of any bind- 
ing arrangement, put Herriot in a 
very awkward position and gave 
his foes an advantage. 

In particular the Couns Senate, 
which is not controlled by the Rad- 
icals, took alarm. Then Britain’s 
invitation to the coming conference 
put forward the pro 1 for a new 
body to supersede the Reparations 
Commission. The Senate's alarm 
deepened and President Doumergue 
(who has power over foreign re- 
lations) took a hand. Herriot had 
to go before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Aftairs and pledge 
himself not to consent to any 
change in the Treaty of Versailles. 

So the quarrel of more than five 
years was renewed again. It is 
all the worse in this case 
the very text of the Dawes report 
is eoncerned. Since the dispute 
arose the Frene® and British ex- 
perts have been finding in some 
of the vague language of that 
document excuse for their diver-~ 
gent positions. If the report is 
eapable of double readings, what 
chance is there for it when three 
or four hostile countries have to 
agree on its meanings before put- 
ting it in operation? 

The question of control, how, 

ever, is not by any means the 
only almost insurmountable ques- 
tion the Council will have to meet.

| PEKING, July 12.—The Rus- 
sian Legation here will be turned 
over to representatives of the Rus- 
slan soviet government only upon 
application of such representatives 
directly to the dean of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, the Chinese govern- 
ment was informed today. 

Such advice was contained in an 
anewer from the powers who 
signed the 1901 protocol to the 
Chinese note of June 27, last. The 
attitude of the Chinese govern- 
ment as set forth, was that while 
the tion was under control of 
the Diplomatic Corps by treaty, 
the legation quarter still was 
Chinese territory. The Russian 
Legations, it was asserted, was not 
subject to control of the other 
powers, although situated in the 
legation quarter. 


CITE 1901 PROTOCOL 

In today’s answer, the protocol 
power ministers emphasize the 
peculiar regime of the legation 
quarter, based on the 1801 proto- 
eol, saying that that treaty ex- 
plained the collective administra- 
tion of the quarter by the powers, 
independent of the Chinése gov- 
ernment. 

In conclusion, the ministers re- 
quest the Chinese Foreign Minister 
to act ag an intermediary and ask 
the accredited soviet representa- 
tive, now in Peking, to enter into 
direct negotiations with the dean 
of the Diplomatic Corps, that the 
matter may be discussed and ar- 
rangements made for the actual 
evains over of the Russian Lega- 
tion. 

Diplomatic relations between 
China and the soviet were estab- 
lished several weeks ago. The 
Legation has been in the custody

The 
conditions, in brief, would require 
a more detailed interpretation of 
certain provisions of the conven- 
tion which are seen-as affecting 
American rights in the zone, 
a more definite declaration of the 
intention of the new administra- 
tion there to maintain an open- 
door policy, and an acceptance by 
the joint administration of full re- 
sponsibility for safeguarding Amer- 
ican interests. 

The United States declined to 
participate in the actual adminis- 
tration of the zone. It was the 
view of officials here that the role 
allocated to the United States was 
out of all proportion to that asa- 
signed to the negotiating powers. 

It was emphasised that the at- 
titude of the Washington govern- 
ment was entirely co-operative to- 
ward the new and that it 
would bend every effort to avoid 
placing obstacles in the way. 

The Tangiers convention, as con- 
summated in Paris, provides for the 
abrogation of extra territorial 
rights of foreign nations in the 
Tangier zone and the substitution 
of a joint administrative authority. 
Ratification on the part of the 
three signatory governments was

Invasion of Schools Under

The nation-wide | campaign 
against radical influences seeking 
to undermine American institu- 
tions and ideals was taken up with 
renewed zeal at the recent all- 


Americanism conference in Wash- 
ington, D. C., according to Jo &. 
Joplin, manager of the Better 
America Federation of California. 
who has just returned from the 
conference. At the meeting were 
many delegates representing sixty- 
two national patriotic. civic and 
fraternal organizations. 

Questions of the greatest ‘mpor- 
tance involving the use of the flag, 
the pledge of allegiance, education 
and radical influences to be fought, 
were discussed fully, Mr. Joplin 
reported. The conference went on 
record as being wholly opposed to 
anything of a disloyal character, 
the report of the committee on 
subversive activities being adopted 
unanimously. 

In the report of the committee 
attention is called to the growth 
of radical propaganda, with the 
recommendation that the all- 
Americansim conference condemn 
the spread of al) radical move- 
ments and join in a practical plan 
‘for action to familiarize the 
American people with the evils and

and teachings.

alarmists but by those who believe

It also urges that the United 
States Senator who leads in the 
movement for friendly relations 
with soviet Russia should § con- 
tinue the hearings of the com- 
mitte on soviet Ruesia so that the 
facts may ‘de known an unsup- 
ported assertions may cease to 
have effect. 

“FREE SPEECH” FLAYED 

The resolution on radicalism in 
schools and colleges points to the 
invasion of educationa) institutions 
by those who, working under the 
pretext of “free speech,” seek to 
lower the moral, civic and intellec- 
tual standards of this country. 
These “free speech” advocates, 


the resolution states, are identi- 


cally those who are leading every 
subversive and anti-American 
movement. 

0 open the doors of our edu- 
cational institutions to all comers,” 
it adds, “is to subject the youth 
to every conceivable variety of 
moral and intellectual destruction 
and would mean the negativing of 
all the teachings (except the most 
technical) of our entire educa- 
tional system.” 

The resolution on villification of 
America’s part tn the war attacks 


those who assert this country én-j}. 


tered the conflict for a criminal 
rather than a just cause. It is rec- 
ommended that all such utter- 
ances be branded “as untrythful, 
disioyal and a calculated and de- 
liberate effort to destroy the splen- 
did achievements in defense of 
democracy in the war.” 

Signing of the “slacker’s oath.” 
the resolution declares, brands the 
signers as slackers of the worst 
type. It further calls upon all 
good Americans to do all within 
their power to combat = these 
“slackers, pink and pacifists.”

SEA SURVEY 
TO BE AIDED 
WITH RADIO 


Air Apparatus Will Help 
Scientists Keep in Touch 
With Land, Study Static 


Governmental, scientific and 
military bureaus now are in con- 
ference in Washington laying out 
an extensive program for an 
oceanographic survey of the wa- 
ters of the earth. Interest is cen- 
tered in an effort to prevent marine 
disasters, make ‘for better trans- 
portation and communication over 
the seven séas. 

Although neither the route nor 
the ship and its personnel h 
been decided upon, one thing 
already determined and that is the 
vessel will be equipped with the 
latest and most efficient radio and 
sound apparatus designed. The rea- 
sons for this are two-fold, primar- 
ily, it will enable the scientists 
to keep in constant touch with 
stations ashore, ascertain their ex- 
act locations by radio compass, 
and bring them standard time sig- 
nals essential to hydrographic 
work; and secondly, it will make 
exhaustive study of atmospheric 
disturbances possible, with regard 
to comnfunication interference, 
Static will be traced to its lair if 
possible—and its sources located. 


Army, Naval and 
mental] bureaus interested in radio, 
detailed plans for tests in radio 
reception and transmission will be 
undertaken wherever the 
goes on its cruises, which may ex- 
tend over a period of several years. 
Into whatever grea the ship goes 
on first assignment for a thorough 
study of currents, depths, weather. 
water life, and other scientific 
phases, radio will be utilized both 
practically for communication and 


.scientitically for investigation. All 


unusual phenomena encountered 
as interference will be charted in 
an effort to learn where § static 
comes from and how it can be 
avoided in long-distance commun- 
ications. Dead spois will be in- 
vestigated in a hope that these 
localities may in some way be 
avoided, or circumnavigated in the 
establishment of better transocean-

A thorough and comprehensive 
Plan to adapt radio to the public 
echool now ts being tried out under 
the supervision of the research 
director of the Oakland publiie 
schools with the assistance of 
KGO, the Pacific Coast station of 
the General Electric Company. 

From tests thus far made it is 
expected that through the- me- 
dium of radio more voluntary at- 
tention may be obtained from a 
child tn school. 

The committee working on the 
radio problem is divided into two 
groups differing in opinions. Group 
one believes that a lesson by radio 
should “be limited to a message of 
specia] importance by some speak- 
er who is able to serve beter than 
anybody else. 

The opinion of group two is 
that findings point to radio as a 
means for giving actual classroom 
lessons. It is their belief that the 
radio teacher may take the place 
of the classroom teacher and give 
the same kind of lesson: however, 
the regular classroom teacher will 
listen in and point out upon maps, 
globes or charts, topics referred 
to by the radio teacher.

Saving of Redwoods 


Wonders. of Nature Facing 
Obliteration, He Says 


Giant Forests Declared to be 
Divine Inspiration 


Of possible interest to those who 
may wish to retain a permanent 
record of his remarks, there fol- 
lows the idealistic address deliv~- 
ered by Judge Ira F. Thompson of 
the Superior Court, at KHJ last 
Friday night: 

“Tl have the privilege of speak- 
ing to you tonight concerning one 
of California's many wonders. The 
name California is truly a name to 


are our Southland, our Sierras, our 
Yosemite, and so on through the

The big trees, not quite so 
tall, and perhaps a little larger at 
the butt. have been preserved to 
us im the Nationa) Sequoia Park, 
as wel) as by the fact that they 
were largely inaccessible and not 
so well apted to commercial 
purposes. 
FACING OBLITERATION 
“The redwood, or Sequoia Semp- 
ervirens, is especially valueble for 
commercial purposes, and there- 
fore likely to be all but obliterated 
unless the people manifest a de- 
sire to save some portion thereof 
in a national park. The State al- 
ready has purchased 1654 ecres, to 
which must be added donations of 
771 acres, making a total of 2425 
acres. I do not believe this to be 
at all sufficient in size. For sev-

[EXCIASIVE DIsPATCE) 

WASHINGTON, July i2.—The 
radio fans of the country, and vir- 
tually everyone else are unanimous 
in the belief that radio will sooner 
or later change the methods of se- 
lecting Presidential candidates. 
Some assert that it is bound to ef- 
fect the final vote next November. 

Radio, with its “pitiless public- 
ity,”’ carries every word uttered at 
conventions, to members of both 
political faiths. It shows reactions, 
reveals the “inside stuff,”” and ex- 
poses faked enthusiasm, “hokum,” 
“bunk” and “apple sauce.” Radio 
takes all fans to the conventions. 
It has practically killed the old 
methods of “infighting,”’ and will 
certainly tend to switch the battle 
to a more open style of play, as 
the sport writers say. It may urge 
the direct primary system of vot- 
ing for candidates. 

And so, during the forthcoming 
campeign, candidates, chairmen, 
managers and assistants, including 
publicity men, will have to watch 
their steps most carefully, else 
they slip on the icy thoroughfares 
of the air. Rewrites of speeches 
will avail little if glaring “faux 
pas” are maede in broadcast 
speeches. Editing will not dis- 
abuse the original idea picked up 
by the radio voter from the air di- 
rect from the mouth of the cendi- 
date. <A radio set ineures the re- 
ception of every speech, better, 
perhaps, than if the listener were 

resent at.a meeting disrupted by 
‘razzing’ apd “heckling.” Radio 
picks up the speech, anyhow, and 
spreads it

ant to consider sin as only an er- 
ror, differing in degree from other | 
errors, according ‘to the resilts| 
that follow. 

There is no excuse for such «a 
view. There is a very distinct line 
between error and sin. The for- 
mer is mental, while the latter is 
a matter vf the heart. 

Errors are innumerable—*“To 
err is human.” We continually 
make mistakes in calculation and 
draw false conclusions from prem- 
ises that are true as well as from 
false premises. We may suffer 
for these errors as the child suffers 
from burns and from falls. Infor- 
mation will correct mistakes. 
Sin, on the contrary, is wilful 
disobedience to God—the doing of 
that which we know to be wrong. 
It is not due to lack of informa- 
tion and therefore more informa- 
tion will not cure it. Nothing but 
repentance will cure sin, and that 
only because there is One who 
can forgive. 

Sin is an offense against God and 
can be furgiven only by the Heav- 
enly Father Himself, or by one to 
whom the Father has given au- 
thority. 


JOHN'S MESSAGE 


John delivered a message that 
came from heaven—the message | 
of forgiveness that follows repen- 
tance, and he also foretold the 
coming of One whom God had e6n- 
dowed with power to forgive sins. 
But John did not presume to 
exercise this power himself. He 
was merely the spokesman of the 
Almighty and the forerunner of 
One who was mightier than him- 
eelf—"‘the la*tchet of whose shoes 
[ am not worthy to stoop down 
and unloose.” 

Jobn baptized with water, but 
Jesus would baptize with the Holy 
(shost. Christ's eulogy of John 
left nothing to be added: He thus 
coramends his forerunner: 

“Among them that are born of 
women there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Baptist.” 

“And it came to pass in those 


reth, of Galilee, and was baptized 
of John tn the Jordan.” 

Jesus gave many lessons in 
obedience to form, none more 
striking than the one recorded in 
our text for today: 

It is needless to say -that beb- 
tixm was not necessary in hia case 
~-He had no w#ina to wasn away. 
One who could Himself baptize 
with the Holy Ghost needed not to 
be baptized with water, but the 
Savior was careful to leave noth- 
ing undone that thejtaw required. 

He submitted Himself to the 
law, thue commending and con- 
firming the law: He went further 
and declared that the law would 
not be changed until all wag ful- 
filled. 

Jesus was not a formalist in) the 
sense that He placed the letter of 
the law above the epirit but, while 
enjoining tne observance of the 
law in its spirit, He set an example 
of observing the form and letter 
of the law as well, 

May we not find a lesson in this 
for ourselves”? 

Tt ie useless to quibble about 
whether baptism is necessary; it 
is prescrib as are other matters 
of form. What pleasure or profit 
can one find in substituting his 
own opinion for direction so clear- 
ly given. and so easily followed? 

Christ not only indorsed bap- 
tism by submitting to the ordi- 
nance Himself in the ve begin- 
ning of His ministry, but He com- 
manded baptism after His resur’ 
rection from the dead. 

In His last communion with His 
disciples, He said: 

“Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 

It will be noticed that Christ 
included Himself as one of the 
Trinity in whose name the ordi- 
nance of baptism should be admin- 
istered.

BEAVER VOYAGE RECALLED 


First to Horn is Compared with British 
Battleship Hood Now in Pacific 


When the faunty little side-paddle steamer Beaver rounded Cape 


Horn and steamed into the Paciffe 


to have accomplished such a feat, it was the pride not only of its cap- 
tain and crew but also of the whole United States. With its broad 
deck, side paddles and high stack, it represented quite the latest thing 


in all ship craft. But that was 18

Revealed in the light of modern 
ship building. the Beaver suddenly 
becomes nothing more than e@ 
barge with a couple of wheels and 
a deck.

The Beaver which was built in 
1835 was considered one of the 
finest examples of ship craft. It 
was the first steamer to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean and also estab-' 
lished a precedent as the first 
steamer to round Cape Horn and 
enter the Pacific Ocean. After’ 
finding its way to the western wat- 
ers it was used exclusively for 
trading up the coast from Vancou- 
ver, B.C., for the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany until finally wrecked by the 
tide and thrown on the rocks at 
Burrard Inlet.

[SCATTERED MATCHES TELL OF 
CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS WITH 
FIRE BY USERS OF FORESTS 


The proposal to close the na- 
tional forests to all vacationers 
during the fire danger season 
serves to bring out some rather 
startling facts concerning the care- 
lessness of hikers and campers 
with matches. A. M. Row of 656 
West Thirty-sixth street tells how 
he and companion hikers at dif- 
ferent times picked up an aggre- 
gate of approximately 1000 live 
matches in the woods. 

“Together with my sons, I have 
made thirteen excursions of from 
seven to nine days each through- 
out the Angeles Nationa! Forest, 
always on foot and carrying our 
packs. Asa rule we rolled in our 
blankets wherever each night 
happened to find us, and it soon 
became the habit to look over the 
ground for live matches.

EUROPE A SEALED BOOK 


American Farmers and Financiers Warned to Place 


No Dependence Upon Expanding Market 


American farmers, legislators 
and financiers who are looking to 
an expanding European market for 
the agricultural products of this 


country as a solution in large part 
of the problem as to what is to 
become of the farming industry 
are looking up a blind alley. 

Such is the conclusion reached 
as the result of a survey of Ameri- 
can agriculture and the European 
market made by Edwin G: Nourse 
with the aid of the council and the 
staff of the Institute of Econom- 
ics. The subject is treated ex- 
haustively in a volume that has 
just been issued as one of the in- 
stitute’s publications on economic 
problems. 

No attempt is made to develop 
in the volume a plan or program 
by which all the troubles of the 
farmers of the United States may 
be cleared away. It attacks mere- 
ly the one question—the real con- 
ditions that confront American ag- 
riculture so far as a trans-Atlantic 
market is concerned. “Until this 
question is definitely answered we 
shall make little progress in ef- 
fecting a solution of present farm 
problems,” says H. G. Moulton, the 
director of the institute, while the 
author of the book says, “What- 
ever long-time programs or short- 
time é@mergency measures may be 
adopted, wise action can be had 
only if we appraise the European 
market at its correct value.” 

As to the situation in Europe, 
Mr. Nourse says “that as a pros- 
perous Europe in the position of 
a heavy creditor of the United States 
was declining in importance as 
a market for our agricultural prod- 
ucts at prewar price levels, a less 
prosperous, not to say crippled, Eu- 
rope, shorn of her credits here and 
our debtor on a tremendous scale, 
cannot be expected to be a g 
market at present and prospective- 
ly higher levels of costs. Hence 
agricultural exports may be  ex- 
pected to drop atill further in 1924 
and thereafter. For American ag- 
riculture to plan her future build- 
ing on the foundation of an ex- 
pected revival and growth of the 
European market would, therefore, 
mean building on quicksand.” 


CAN'T PAY—CAN’T BUY 


The nub of the matter is that 
Europe must pay for her imports 
of farm products and foodstuffs 
with exports of her manufactures, 
and the industrial development of 
the United States makes this coun- 
try a constantly poorer market for 
what Europe has to sell. If EBu- 
rope can't she cannot buy. 


to those countries where agricul- 
ture production costs are lower and 
hence prices are lower, and where 
there is a wider demand for the 
output of her mills and factories. 

Mr. Nourse in his stu of the 
question shows that until almost 
the close of the last century the 
United States was a land of frela- 
tively sparse population with ex- 
ceptionally rich agricultural re- 
sources, while Europe, on the other 
hand, was a land of dense populila- 
tion and relatively inferior farm- 
ing possibilities. Western Europe 
was thus the natural workshop of 
the world, while the United States 
war its granary, as well as its live 
stock farm and cotton plantation. 

Imports of food and agricultural) 
raw materials from this country 
at cheap prites contributed greatly 
to the growth of European indus- 
trialism, and Europe's ready mar- 
ket contributed greatly to our na- 
tional growth. 

But by the time the merepenn 
war came on the rapid ijndustria!l- 
ization of the United States, the 
end of free land and the increase 
sh our own population had causrcu 
demestic consumption more and 
mcre to overtake home supply. The 
natural result was that as prices 
here rose and as our own mar- 
ket for manufactures was more 
nearly supplied by domestic pro- 
duction, Europe turned in larger

Our agriculture had barely at- 
tained this better economic bal- 
ance, says Mr. Nourse, and Ameri- 
can farmers were hardly yet ac- 
customed to this long deferred 
prosperity, when the coming of 
the World War gave our agricul- 
tural production an unprecedent- 
ed stimulus. War prices increased 
the farmer's prosperity for a 
brief period, only . to hurl him 
down to severe depression through 
the collapse of the European 
market for his surplus, while yet 
he seemed unable to curtail that 
surplus. 

No scheme thus far brought for- 
ward has served to restore a prof- 
itable foreign market for the 
farmer, to adjust supply to the 
impaired demand, or to lower pro- 

uction costs in proportion to ex- 
ting farm prices. 


RECOVERS PRODUCTIVITY 


Meanwhile Europe is definitely 
recovering her agricultural pro- 
ductivity, as a result of govern- 
ment policies and the efforts 
individuals, and promises to be on 
a prewar basis in the near future, 
if, indeed, it does not exceed that 
basis. However, industrial rehab- 
ilitation in Europe has not kept 
pace with agricultural progress so 
that there is not a good home 
market for even such home prod- 
ucts of the farm as are available, 
and this condition has been made 
worse by poor transportation fa- 
cilities and the collapse of- paper 
currencies. 

In the circumstances, what is 
there in the overseas situation to 
} encou e the farmers of the 
United States? If European coun- 
tries recover fully in an indus- 
trial way they may need more 
wheat, but such a demand will 
probably work to the advantage 
of Canada, Australia and Argentina 
rather than to the advantage of 
the farmers of this country for 
the reason noted, that the cost of 
raising wheat in those countries 
is lower and they also need Eu- 
rope's surplus manufactures. At 
the same time, increased live- 
stock production in Europe would 
probably be particularly effective 
in the case of swine and would 
touch American agriculture on 
one of its most sensitive spots. The

Cotton Acreage Increased 
Good Prospects in State 
for Busy Year 


{EXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 

PHOENIX, July 12.—Beginning 
of summer brought seasonal dull- 
ness in general business in most 
localities of the State, some lines 
falling below a year ago, and no 
material gain ig expected § until 
opening of the fall season. Mean- 
while the excellent condition of the 
large cotton crop gives promise of 
further agricultural recovery, and 
although the cattle and mining in- 
dustries are still awaiting market 
improvement Arizona's basic sit- 
uation remains strong. | 


Underlying strength of condi- 
tions in the State is reflected in a 
Babson report that Arizona has 
felt probably less than any other 
State the general business reces- 
sion apparent in the country the 
ast few months—a recession due 
mainly to the fact that supply has 
caught up with demand, and that 
buyers, mindful of 1920's lesson, 
are proceeding very cautiously. 

Cotton acreage shows an increase 
of almost 38 per cent over last 
year, 179,400 acres having been 
planted. Condition of the crop on 
June 25 indicates a total produc- 
tion of nearly 109,000 bates, the 
largest in the State's history. Of 
the acreage growing, only 8000 
is Pima. Grain and hay yields 
have been satisfaetory, and canta- 
loupes are being shipped from the 
Sait River Valley, where a produc- 
tion of between 1700 and 2000 cars 
is in prospect. 

Spring cattle shipments are re- 
ported about the same as last 
year. Sales were spotted, and in 
some sections did not clean up all 
stock available. Sheep men have 
had a good lamb market, and in- 
dications point to a stronger wool 
market. Summer rains seem to 
have begun early, assuring good 
ranges, | 

The copper market closed the 
month at 12% cents a pound, and 
there was no change in produc- 
‘tion. The most notable recent de- 
velopment in the industry is the 
announcement that the Inspiration 
will construct a leaching plant at 
a cost unofficially estimated at 
$6,000,000. Much tmprovement and 
development work continues.

The Los Angeles Stock Ex- 
change ticker quotation system to 
be operated by the Western Union 
Telegraph Company starts tomor- 
row. It is the first plant of its 
kind in the West and will be op- 
erated along the same lines as 
those used by eastern stock ex- 
changes. 


The tickers are placed fn offices 
of stock and bond brokers, and 


others, and consist of a piece of) 


machinery designed to imprint up- 
on a paper tape current quotations 
on stocks and bonds virtually the 
same instant the trading occurs on 
the floor of the stock exchange. 


REPORTS INSTANTANEOUS 


The tickers are operated from 
a keyboard resembling that of a 
piano, which is located on the 
floor of the exchange. The key- 
board is connected with a revolv- 
ing cylinder driven by an electric 
motor, the cylinder operating a 
bank of relays located in the 
Western Union office which con- 


trol a type-bar on each |ticker re-j 


ceiving e service. When a key 
is depressed on the kéytoard at 
the stock exchange a _ relay is 
pulled which stops the t wheel 
at a designated letter, numeral or 
fraction and brings the paper 
tape up against the type wheel 
causing the particular letter or 
numeral to be imprinted on the 
tape. The mechanical arrange- 
ment is such that the operator in 
the stock exchange can transmit 
a quotation virtually the same in- 
stant it is made on the exchange 
floor and it appears simu)taneous- 
ly on all tickers in the city. 

All stocks and bonds listed on 
the stock exchange are expressed 
by abbreviations on the tape such 
as CE for Southern California 


Edison Company. The numerals}

AUXILIARY AVAILABLE 
An auxiliary keyboard exactly 
the same as the one in tive use 
on the exchange floor kept. in 
reserve in the Western Union 
main office for emergency use. A 
direct telephone connection from 
the exchange to the sending plant 
makes if possible for quotations to 
be sent out with no loss of speed 
in the event that the sending sta- 
tion in the stock exchange he- 
comes incapacitated at any time. 
A pilot ticker located in the 
Western Union main office, which 
is constantly under the observa- 
tion of an expert, instantly sig- 
nals any fl€aw which may occur in 
the mechanical equipment. 

Ten miles of wire .were neces- 
sary to connect up the tickers 
initially placed in service. 

An expert operator from Chi- 
cago has been selected to operate 
the sending station. The instal- 
lation of the plant was personally 
supervised by C. R. Tilghman, 
general supervisor of ticker serv- 
ice for the Western Union system.

“TJ am in New York to promote 
the use of fish; to show the New 
York housewives that they have 
been overlooking one of the best 
articles of diet, a food that is vital 
to the needs of the human body,” 
said Mrs: Evelyn Spencer, specialist 
in the United States Bureau of 
Fisheries, at the Hotel Pennsy- 


vania. Mrs. Spencer, who is well 
known as the author of “Fish 
Cookery,” was sent to New York 


to instruct the New York house- 
— in the use and preparation of 
h 


“New York doesn’t begin to 
consume the amount of fish it 
should,” continued Mrs. Spencer. 
“In Boston, for example, the con- 
sumption of fish is much greater 
than in New York. I think the 
housewife is to blame. As a gen- 
eral rule she will avoid cooking 
fish—thinks it too much trouble. 
During my stay in New York I 
will show her that it is no more 
trouble than many other foods, 
and, if she buys, carefully, is not 
expensive. 

“A mew therapeutic agent has 
been found in fish. and is not found 
im any other known food. This 


been spoken of as a vitamine, bu 
according to these new finding 
scientists know it isn’t a vitamine. 
By spring it ts hoped that the 
scientists will have completed their 
research work and will have dis- 
covered the name for this vital 
element.

If we cook 
the fish too long that fiber be-

TRYING OUT ELECTRICITY 
Fourteen Minnesota farms have 
been equipped with electricity and 
are provided with every known 
electrically operated household or 
labor-saving device, without cost 
to the farmer, in a three-year test 
supervised by professors of the 


agricultural college of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota to determine 
whether it is practical to use elec- 
tricity on farms. The farms are in 
the Mississippi River Valley, near 
Red Wing, Minn., and about 
twenty miles south of the Twin 
Cities. They are situated along a 
trial power line which measures 
6.2 miles. The farm homes are be- 
ing equipped with electric ranges 
washing machines, mangles, lights, 
/heaters, vacuum cleaners, toasters 
and other devices. The farmyard 
is to be equipped with electrically 
operated cream separators, milk 
‘machines, feed grinders, convey- 
ors, threshing machines and wood- 
machines.

“Fairy Hills of Dream,” by Eli- 
nor Remick Warren (Harold 
Flammer.) Imagination and fan- 
tasy are written into every note 
of this lyric song. In swinging 6-8 
tempo mélody, harmony and 
rhythm are charmingly balanced, 
and best of ail, the fine feeling for 
form whick the composer exhibits.

HISTORY OF 
BANANA IS 
ROMANTIC 


Culture of Fruit Brought 
Civilization to Barbarous 
| Peoples Who Grew It 


BY LELA COLE KITSON 
Yes, we have a banana week. 
From the 14th inst. to the 20th 
inst., the banana will reign in our 
markets and persumably on our ta- 
bles as the king of fruits. It is to 
be, In particular, Hawaiian banana 


week, but doubtless bananas from 
other climes will come in for a 
share of attention amid the gen- 
eral festivity, and while the island 
fruit must be accorded first place— 
it is to be given away in large 
quantities, placed on display ev- 
erywhere, etc.—other varieties of 
Musa Sapientum will come in for 
geome refiected glory. 

Scientists have classified as many 
as forty different species of the 
banana. Its culture is one of the 
oldest of industries, and the earliest 
records we have of the human 
race show it to have been an im- 
portant article of food from the 
very beginning of man’s existence. 


THOUGHT ASIA PRODUCT 

Until Humbolt visited the Amer- 
fcas, the fruit was supposed to 
have been of purely Asiatic origin, 
but the great naturalist exploded 
this theory by his investigations 
among the native lore of the new 
world, through which he discov- 
ered that the banana was known 
to the Indians long before the con- 
quest. He found that the Incas 
used the fruit extensively, and 
there seems little reason to doubt 
that all tropical countries may 
claim it as indigenous. 

The principal banana of com- 
-merce is known as the Gros Michel, 
or Great Michael, and is the yel- 
low variety found at most markets 
and grocers. Rubra, also known as 
the Baracoa, is the red variety, 
sometimes called the Red Jamaica 
and the Red Spanish, which, 
though as fine in favor as the 
yellow, is not common in Amert- 
can markets and the cultivation of 
if not encouraged, because of the 
fewer “hands” borne by its stalk. It 
is found chiefly in fancy fruit stores 
making a specialty of bon voyage 
baskets, ornamental fruit center- 
pieces, and s0 on. The Musa 


| Cavendishil, known also as the Chi- 


nese banana, is a dwarf variety, na- 
tive to the African mainiand, por- 
tions of Asia and the islands of the 
Pacific. 

CLIMATE HERE TOO DRY 

While cultivation of the banana 
is restricted virtually to the eastern 
coastline of a belt some 3000 miles 
in width on the American con- 
tinenta, embracing fifty degrees of 
laititude, from Tampico, Mex. 
twenty-five degrees north, to 
Asuncion in Paraguay, twenty-five 
degrees south, it is found farther 
north and south than this. Banana 
plants are used extensively for dec- 
orative purposes in California, and 
a good deal of experimental] cul- 
ture of the fruit has taken place 
with some good resulta, but the clil- 
mate is too dry, the possibility of 
frosts too hazardous and the abun- 
dant supply from the Pacific is- 
lands too great a competitive fac- 
tor to warrant extensive planting. 
The banana plant will live, if in 
propef soil, at a temperature as low 
as sixteen degrees, but the stalk 
at twen- 
ty-five or thirty degrees. Banana 
plants are commonly to be seen in 
Los Angeles and Santa Barbara 
gardens, but after a windstorm, 
even a slight flurry, their wide, del- 
ieate fronds are often whipped to 
shreds and the plant loses much of 
its beauty.

NOW EVERYBODY'S CRAZY 


Los Angeles Psychiatrist Explains That None Is 
Free From Mental Abnormalities

Are you echizophrenic or cyclothymic or autistic, or are you, per- 


chance, a paranoid? 


No, we are not trying to call you names. We 
are not even speaking of the latest alcoholic stimulant. 


We are 


merely trying to classify your personality. You are almost sure to be 


one or more of these. 


Don't protest! 


You are, psychiatrically epeak- 


ing. You ndéed not be ashamed, the best people fal] into these classi- 
fications, at least that’s what Dr. Aaron J. Roeanoff tells us and he 


should certainly know. 

“There are very distinct and ac- 
curate methods of measuring in- 
telligence,” said Dr. Rosanoff, who 
was the clinical director of King’s 


Park State Hospital, New York, 
chief of the neuropsychiatric serv- 
ice in the army hospital for war 
neurosis at Plattsburg, and is now 
connected with the child guidance 
clinic, Los Angeles General Hos- 
pita] clinic, and attending neuro- 
psychiatrist for the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau. He is also the author of 
“Manual of Psychiatry,” now in its 
fifth printing, and many other 
works of that kind. 

“There are distinct methods of 
measuring intelligence, but there 
is not a method of measuring tem- 
perament. There are many varie- 
tiles of temperament and the dis- 
tinction between normal and ab- 
normal is one of degree only.”

Each plant bears but a single 
bunch of bananas, and about sev- 
enteen months are required for the 
development of the fruit from the 
time the bulb root is planted. The 
bunch is rated in value according 
to the number of “hands” or clus- 
ters of the fruit on the stem. 
hand contains from ten to twenty- 
five bananas, and the standard 
coramercial-sized bunch has nine 
hands; from six to  nine-hand 
bumches are marketable, but any- 
thing with less th six hands is 
not sold readily. casionally a 
stem will contain as many as 
twenty-two hands, but this is rare. 
The average weight of a bunch of 

ananas is from fifty to seventy- 
five pounds. The best-developed 
fruit comes from Panama. 


FRUIT PICKED GREEN 

The fruit is picked green, and 
until fully ripe is virtually a liv- 
ing organism 4 infinite care 
in handling. is has brought 
about a system of scientific han- 
dling which is one of the most 
remarkable phases of commerce. 
A common misconception regard- 
ing the banana is that if the fruit 
could be eaten from the tree it 
would be of a much more delicious 
flavor. Even where it is grown, 
the bunches are picked green: 
allowed to ripen on the tree the 
fruit becomes insipid and loses its 
flavor.

Industry reads like a romance, and 
has been perhaps, more far-reach-

‘the first importation of the fruit 


to the United States was made in 
1804, it was regarded as a curi- 
osity, and because of its delicacy

echooner ‘Reynard.’ The indus- 
try cannot be eaid to have been 
established, however, until 1866 
when regular shipments began to 
be made on fast schooners from 
tropical porte to the markets of 
New York, San Francisco and the 
Gulf porta. At that time its future 
possibilities were realized but dim- 


ly.

apt to believe that ets, painters,

“nuts,” but Julius Robert Mayer, 
a scientist of the first degree suf- 
fered from mental disorders as 


|have many other logical thinkers. 


Oh, where are the fads of yes- 
terday? We talked of Freud. He 
who, but a few months ago, was 
on the tip of every tongue, dis- 
cussed in women's clubs, men- 
tioned in after-dinner speeches. 
We have even heard children an- 
nounce gliby, “My father has an 
inferiority complex.” Everyone 
was having complexes. You were 
simply out of things unless you 
had a little complex in your sub- 
conscious. And did you know at 
the time and do you know now, 
just what a complex is? 

We had a vague idea that «a 
complex was something more in- 
teresting than a major o tion, 
less so than a divorce. e came 
to know of Freud by a strange 
chance. He was brought from 
the world of science and came to 
be of interest to the layman be- 
cause, in being translated, the 
title of one of his books lost its 
true meaning.

Cinematography Takes Rightful Place in Arts With 
Exclusion of Clumsy Explanations of Action 


The injection of better business inte motion pictures is bringing 
the fifth greatest industry within a stene’s throw of art. and as the 
distance between the two grows less the urge for stone throwing also 
decreases. By “business” is not meant the reduction of production 
costs, more economical methods of the distribution or any of the other 
fiscal problems which disturb the eleép of our cineplastic entrepreneurs. 


The term is used in ite theatri- 
eal sense as meaning significant 
movement or action on the part 
of the actors. When. a player 
comes into the scene, takes off his 
hat and céat and feels in his hip 
pocket te find out if his gun—or 
his flask—de still there, he is per- 
forming hia “business.” | 
Now a very important change is 
taking place in the attitude of 
scenario writers and directors to- 
ward the business of the photo- 
Play. The progressives of Holly- 
wood and the forward-lookers of 
Culver City are those who most 
keenly appreciate the significance 
of good busifiess. . 

In fact, the movement amounts 
to a revolution. Theré is going to 
be a rea! improvement in motion 
pictures this year—en improve- 
ment worthy of a letter to the 
home folks.

The Cali- 
fornia gray fox is the predominant 
carnivorous mammal of the cha- 
parral belt: but much of its food 
is manzanita berries and oak mast.

At one time, Santo Dominguv was 
forced to fly the French flag for a 
brief interval, and at another time 
it was annexed to Haiti under the 
Haitian negro President, Boyer, 
whose ambition was to build up a 
strong African state in the West 
Indies. The Haitian rule lasted 
twenty-two years. At the end of 
that time, the Dominicans took 
advantage of a revolution against 
Boyer, which occurred in Haiti, 
to declare their independence. They 
met with very little opposition, and 
the date of this victory Is still 
enthusiastically celebrated on the 
27th of February every year. 
The Dominicans have a strong 
feeling of nationalism. Although 
many of the young men and wom- 
en are educated abroad, they in- 
variably return to their own is- 
land, which seems to exercise over 
them the same charm that it had 
for Columbus centuries ago. This

Artistically Unpatriotic

Comparing the opportunities of 
the American artist with those of 
the foreign musician now in 
America, Alice Gentle, prima don-

during the course of an interview, 
that American appreciation and 


discrimination offer little encour- 
agement to our own composer and 
artist. 
“The American-born musician 
has not the chance for artistic 
success in his own country which 
the foreign-born artist has in his, 
ii. om or any other country,” she 


sald. 
“But don't you think that rea) 
merit-——?" some one ventured. 
“No! Absolutely no. I can cite 


dozens of examples of Americans 
Laving won a certain success who) 


changed their names to one of 
strong foreign flavor.

“For a dozen years I have strug- 
gied, and let me tell you that if I 
had assumed a foreign-sounding 
name, my success would have come 
much, much easier.” 

“Would you change your name 
if you had it to do over again?” 

“Absolutely not,” she said, and 
her Carmen eyes flashed. “I am 
an American, and while I .know 
many faults of Americans—the 
disreputable man in which poli- 
tics rules art, and the humiliating 
distaste which American art lov- 
ers hold for their own artist-coun- 
tryman, nevertheless I am glad and 
proud to be an American. I wish 
that more Americans would stick 
to their own American names, and 
demonstrate their patriotism by 
supporting artists and composers.

Instead of accepting, 
many of them previously had done, 
the distorted reports prejudiced 
casual travelers or of ‘enemy 
propagandists, they studied Amer- 
fea. and the Americans face to 
face, in their business houses and 
their homes, and came back with 
@ much 0Obetter feeling toward 
American institutions and toward 
a people whom they had been 
taught to distrust, if not to despise. 
Another thing. which, I am satis- 
fied, from talking with many 
prominent Mexicans, has gone a 
long way. toward creating a better 
feeling toward America, and con- 
sequently toward Americans, was 
the attitude our government asé- 
sumed toward the last Mexican 
revolution. No notes, no bulls, no 
protests, no “personal” representa- 
tives, but prompt, efficient action 
in favor of established, recognized 
authority in Mexico. 

Men of affairs here constantly 
are asking. “wity don't the Ameri- 
cans come?” They say “our mines 
have either reverted back to the 
government or are lying idle for 
k of a little money with which 
to start production. Our iands are 
lying fallow because we have no 
money to buy stock and tools with 
which to start operations.

PROSPECT OF PEACE 


Obregon at Chapultepec and 
Coolidge in the White House for 
another term .would be a guaran- 
tee of at least four years of peace 
in Mexico, 

It requires money to finance a 
revolution, even in Mexico, and no 
capitalist is going to invest in so 
precarious a project, knowing that 
the United States, with her wealth | 
and resources stands solidly be- 
hind the constituted, recognized 
Mexican government. 

I am writing from Saltillo, a 
Deautiful little city of 30,000 in- 
habitants, located a mile above sea 
level, on the great central] plateau 
of Mexico. Besides being the capi- 
tal of the State of Coahuila, Sal- 
tillo is the center of a mini re- 
gion that extends for hundreds of 
miles in every direction. Some of 
these mines have been producing, 
Spasmodically, for hundreds of 
years. The principal metals pro- 
duced are silver, lead, copper, zinc 
and emal!l quantities of gold. Oc- 
Casionally the ore runs in true 
fissure veins, but as a rule is found 
in great caves or pockets in the 
limestone formation. Some of these 
caves carry an almost inexhaus- 
tible supply of ore, a dozen for- 
tunes being extracted from a single 
pocket. A pocket gives out ana the 
mine ig deserted, only to be taken 
up again by someone with a little 
money and a iot of optimism, and 
again a great ‘strike’ and the 
process repeated. But few of the 
mines in this region are being op- 
erated at the present time. 

Sandwiched between these min- 
eral-bearing mountains are mil- 
lions of acres of rich plain and 


th | Valley land. Growing wild on these 


lands are guayule, a shrub that 
produces a good quality of rubber, 
and the lechuguiilla, a valuable 


-fiber-producing plant. 


For hundreds of years the na- 
tives have separated this lechu- 
guilla fiber from its fleshy cover- ' 
ing by a process of boiling and 
hand manipulation. An expert can 
clean about twenty pounds of fiber 
a day, for which he finds a read 
sale at 26 cents Mexican a nem. 
This leaves a good margin for the 
middie-man as prices are much 
higher in the States. A German 
hardware merchant who has lived 
here many years, informs me that, 
of the 100 patents that have been 
tried, not a single machine has 
been found that completely cleans 
and separates the fiber from its 
fleshy covering. 

This northern part of the great 
central plateau, that covers prob- 
ably two-thirds the entire Repub- 
lic, produced in peace times im- 
mense quantities of wheat, oats, 
barley, corn, alfalfa, potatoes, 
peaches, pears, plums, grapes, figs, 
and apples. 

To show with what a lavish hand 
nature distributes her largess in 
this land of eternal spring, a 
wheat farmer from the interior 
tells me that veins of lead-silver 
extend from the surrounding hills 
almost into his wheat fields. 


THE REVOLUTION 

And that farmer plowed his field 
with a crooked stick, sowed his 
wheat by hand, used a scragry 
topped tree as a drag to cover the 
seed, and is now harvesting the 
grain with hand sickies. And why 
have 90 per cent of the crops raised 
in Mexico always been planted and 
harvested in this same antiquated 
manner’? And the answer is ‘“‘cos- 
tumbre.” 

The Lexicographer who incor- 
porated the word revolution into 
the Spanish language committed a 
folly that the world readHy under- 
stands and condemns. But that in- 
sidious weasel-word ‘‘costumpbre,” 
has produced more misery, and 
done more harm to the Latin 
world than all their past wers, 
pestilences and revolutions com- 
bined. Costumbres’ dead hand iz 
seen everywhere, in the palace, the 
hovel, the office, the factory, the 
nine. It has changed the most. 
beautiful of God's creation into a 
pitiful slave. By a single touch 
of its withering hand, it has not 
only transformed the chariot of 
progress into an ox-cart, but the 
richest country on earth into 
about the poorest country in the 
world. And costumbre is still 
ey over time in Latin Amer- 
ca. 

I traveled afoot, over hundreds 
of square miles of this elevated 
country that was covered with 
white oak such as was never seen 
outside the tropics. Forests of 
pine and cedar cover immense 
areas of this central table iand. 
These forests are the home of the 
deer, bear, wild turkey and wild

anywhere in Mexico above 6000 
fect elevation, you find a fine win- 
ter, and a htful summer cli- 
mate, ‘ 

Besides all these tributary re- 
sources, including a perfect cli- 
mate and plenty of fine spring wa- 
ter, Saitillo boasts of her fine pub- 
lic buildings, churches, hotels and 
stores, exceptionally beautiful well- 
kept parks, and a school system 
unequaled by any city of like pop- 
ulation in Latin America. 


COMING INTO OWN 

Facing the beautiful Alameda, is 
a State Normal Schoo! bullding 
that would be a credit to any city 
anywhere. And s school seems 
to be patronized by a iot of boys 
and giris who will-heip to build 
a new and better political system 
for Mexico. I saw 100 girls march 
two by two into the school ina 
body and | thought, “if the hand 
that rocks the cradle is the hand 
that rules the worid,”’ Mexico is 
coming into her own. 

Only two blocks from the nor- 
mal school, and facing the same 
park, is Roberts College, a mag- 
nificent brick structure with a 

resent attendance of more than 

00 children. 

Thirty-seven years ago a girl of 
20, a Miss Roberts, came from Tex- 
as to Saltillo as a missionary for 
the Methodist Church. For thirty- 
seven years her converts have been 
educated, graduated and gone out, 
some into the fields of industry 
and iabor, while others are fol- 
lowing the footsteps of this truly 
great woman, laboring in a quiet 
way to obey literally the last com- 
mand of the Master, “Go into the 
world and preach the gospel to 
every living creature.” 

How littie the world knows of, 
or appreciates the labors of these 
quiet, conscientious workers. 

Monterrey, the Pittsburg of Mex- 
ico, is located sixty miles east of 
Saltillo, among the foothills, and at 
an elevation of only 1600 feet, is 
uncomfortably werm in summeér. 
But besides being the capita! of the 
State of Nuevo Leon, it is a great 
manufacturing, mining, railroad 
and banking center. 


NEEDS IRRIGATION 


Between Monterrey and the Gulf 
of Mexico, some 300 miles to the 
east, is @ Vast territory that some 
day will be turned into farms, gar- 
dens and pastures. But this coun- 
try requires irrigation, and betore 
any great advance Can be made in 
farming, irrigation systems must 


be iusialled, Cattle, sheep, goats, 


true, 


hogs and poultry, do well in any! 


part of this country, and In peace 
time found a ready home market at 
good prices. 

But Mexico's great need today is 
the industrial missionary. Without 
material aseistance Mexico will be 
a long time making a complete re- 
covery. Rolshevism (Socialism) 
can grow strong, fat and prosper- 
ous only tn an environment of 
ignorance and poverty. Socialism 
finds no secure or permanent foot- 
hold in a prospereus community, 
and America cannot afiord to see 
Mexico settled into the hopeless 
political degradation of Russia. 

The United States with Coolidge 
at the helm, standing solidly be- 
hind almost any kind of constitu- 
tional government itn Mexica, 
means continued peace, and con- 
tinued peace means the eventual 
re-establishment of confidence, 
and with confidence restored. Mex- 
ico will make a «quick recovery. 

I can remember, and so can 
many of you, when it Was com- 
mon talk in the United States that 
foreigners owned our ralilroada, 
factories and mines, and held mort- 
gages on our farms and homes. 
And the statement was more or less 
Foreign capital, to a great 
extent, developed the United 
States, and foreign capital will de- 
velop Mexico or her developments, 
and consequent prosperity will be a 
long time cgming. Any govern- 
ment in Mexico that assumes an 
antagonistic attitude toward legiti- 
mate foreign investments may be 
popular with the mob, but is most 
certainly not working for the best 
interests of the country. 


EXAMPLE TO FOLLOW 

The wealth and prosperity of the 
United. States can, in a smaller 
way, be duplicated in Mexico, but 
unless Mexico follows the example 
of the United States of encouraging 
and protecting foreign investments, 
she will be a long time attaining 
the high position among the na- 


tions of the earth to which her 
natural wealth and resources en- 
title her. The United States and 
Mexico should be friends, as well 
as neighbors. They can do more 
for their own people, and for the 
good of mankind in general by 
working together than by working 
at cross purposes. 

The Latin is proud, polite and 
siow to act. The American is im- 
pulsive and imperious, and for the 
life of him can't understand why a 
man should put off until tomorrow, 
what he could easily do today. The 
American traveling salesman rushes 
into a Mexican store, «lams his 
sample case on the counter, opens 
it with a bang, and says, ‘What do 
you want?” and that 
never bought, won't buy now, and 
probably never will buy anything 
until “manana.” 

There is a future for Mexico be- 

yond the dream of any man who 
has not traveled over her vast ter- 
rain afoot or horseback. To study 
Mexico from a car window is a 
joke. 
Mexico is a vast empire of un- 
touched resources, that under the 
most favorable conditions, will not 
be developed in fifty years. 

Except for the laboring man, 
the opportunities here are what 
they were in the States fifty years 
azo. But the American who knows 
neither the laws, language, nor 
custoins, of the country, should 
before paying out his money, con- 


merchant 


sult an official representative of 
the United States government. 

Don’t come down here and as- 
sume that you know it all, or even 
most of it. 

Remember the Latins conquered 
England before Christ was born, 
and discovered America before you 
were born. 

Don't come down here and shout 
your disapproval of everything in 
sight, the laws, customs and hab- 
its of the ovountry, because the 
chances are you were not invited 
to Mexico, and that it would be 
able to struggle along without your 
society or your advice. 

If you are a “statesman,” don’t 
stick your nose into the Mexicans’ 
political affairs, telling them whom 
they shall elect President, or who 
shall serve as President after elect- 
ed, unless you want to gain the 
eternal hatred of Mexico, and the 
contempt of the rest of the world. 
If you are a merchant, and want 
the trade of Mexico, send trained, 
experienced men into. the field, 
and do it now before Germany gets 
pack into the saddle with her 
energy, tact and propaganda.

RIGIDITY IS FATAL 


The following vital paragraphs 
are taken from an editorial in 
the June number of “The Arts,” 
one of the most intelligent art 
monthlies now being published: 

It has been said that to walk 
through the great gallery of the 
Prado is a crisis In a man’s life, 
ahd something very similar might 

said about walking through 
the gallery of a private house in 
New York where hangs a collec- 
tion in which El Greco, Goya, 
Courbet. Cezanne, Manet, and 
many other masters are represent- 
ed by superb examples of their 
work. 

Such a crisis brings again viv- 
idly to our minds the breadth and 
variety, the complete freedom from 
rigidity of art.

the Palace of Fine Arts in San

sensitive and perceiving eyes and 
imaginations capable of recon- 
structing in concrete terms the 
visions of the world that each 
individual brain registers ani 
colors with its own idiosyncrasies. 

How would it Possible to 
enjoy El Greco's view of Toledo 
and Courbet’s portrait of a woman 
in a black dress, and Manet’s 
“The Railway,” 
his appreciation within the lim 
its of partisan dogmas? Naturally 
that would be impossible. To en- 
joy all three of these painters 
presupposes an elastic mind, a 
mind open to varied manifesta- 
tions of art. 

Nevertheless, on one occasion 
while visiting the famous collec- 
tion that I have referred to, a 
painter, one of those typical 
American landscape specialists 
whose souls are still asleep in 
Barbizon, after enthusing over El 
Greco's astounding landscape and 
Courbet’s and Manet’s masterpieces 
inferentially attacked Cezanne. 
Seeing a beautiful early Cezanne 
still life from a distance, he ex- 
claimed, “What a lovely Manet!” 
And then coming closer to the 
picture he discovered his mistake. 
He corrected himself and remarked 
naively, “Oh, it ls a Cezanne, and 
now I look at it I see it is not as 
good as I thought it was.” 

“In love or in hate,” remarked 
the Chinese . “Rigidity is final. 
im art, fatal. lasticity means life 
in the plants and flowers and 
trees and in the wings of a bird 
as in the mind. When the sap 
goes from the branches of the 
great trees they become rigid and

RUSSIAN PAINTER’S 
BRILLIANT EXHIBIT 


A moderate acquaintance with 
Russian art. music and literattre 
reveals the Russian temperament 
as the most naturally vital of any 


occidental group of people today. 
Their novels show us hordes of 
very natural—and hence to us— 
very strange people, all driven 
helplessly by the gusty winds of 
their own natures, a nation of 
people concerned with the stuff 
of life itself rather than with the 
means of living. The American, 
on the contrary, applies his brains 
to the conquest of life through the 
invention and perfection of tools. 
Not so the Russian. In many re- 
spects he is as helpless as a babe 
with tools. His strength Lies inv 
what to us seems weakness. He 
is the experiencing man par ex- 
céllience. Russian music, art and 
literature today says more power- 
fully than any other art, “I am 
here, I am happy, I suffer.” In a 
word, it is new enough and vigor- 
ous enough to be concerned only 
with the expression of primary 
emotions, and seems little in 
danger of losing its way in the 
desert of theory, both academic 
and rebellious, which dries up so 
much of Euro-American art. Rus- 
sian art is generally buoyant, 
rythmic and tyrical. Without 
training it would not be great, but 
until the downfall of the Roman- 
offs, intense training was the rule, 
and I doubt if even the severe 
revolution Russia has experienced 
could break up such a deep-rooted 
tradition. 

The exhibition of pictures by 
Ivan Kalmykoff ts typically Rus- 
sian. This gifted artist has the 
broad sweep, the childlike vision 
and extreme excitability charac- 
teristic of his countrymen. In 
the foreword to the catalogue of 
the exhibit now being held at the 
Stendahl galleries in the Ambas- 
sador, we find his name linked 
with those of the great Russian 
painters of the end of the nine- 
teenth century, Repin, Roeritch

and Verestchagin, as one of the 
most illustrious figures of the per- 
iod. A curious thing about this 
foreword, which is signed by Earl 


,L. Stendahl, is that two men, in- 


side of a year seem to have been 
moved by the art of Kalmykoff 
to express themselves in precisely 
the same words, in 


large canvases, for he has no fear 
of them and keeps his detail in- 
teresting. In ali his pictures 
Kalmykoff, shows that he is alive 
to whatever is taking place around 
him where he peints. _ 

A pure fantasy, “Underwater 
Kingdom of the Nymphs,” shows 
the etretch of this painter’s imag- 
ination. On a large canvas he 
creates a new subterranean world 
of greenish halflight where noth- 
ing is clearly seen and all forms 
of sunken trees and rocks sug- 
gest the supernatural. 

Russia as we have learned to 
think of her, is recreated for us 
in “After the Imperial Parade in 
Moscow, 1920.” Gray skies, som- 
bre, forbidding buildings and the 
black crowds, animated and rest- 
less. Kalmyoff has an unusual 
gift for rendering crowds in mo- 
tion. “Roller Skating Rink in 
Irkutsk’” is perhaps the outstand- 
ing example. 

“Monastery In Svenigorod” 
strikes us as peculiarly Russian 
because it reminds us of the work 
of Nicholas Roerich in its rich 
color and extreme simplification. 
“Winter in Russia” is fairyland in 
a mural; trees fantastically lad- 
den with snow. 

In “Twilight at Java” and “Port 
Buleleng” the painter discovers e 
remarkable knowledge of values 
in twilit harbo where yellow 
pools of water sing out against 
the bass and baritone of huddled 
ships and dark tideflats. There 
are canvases from Honolulu, 
though with the exeeption of 
Fort street, Honolulu,” they do 
not appeal to me as strongly as 
his Russian and oriental paintings. 

All who can, should make an 
effort to see these pictures. The 
“realism tinged with romanti- 
cism,”’ which can create such a pic- 
ture as “The River at Moscow” ‘is 
thrillingly alive and should be able 
to sweep before it those bugbear 
questions, which enrange the suf- 
fering attendants who wear out 
their lives in art galleries. I mean 
such questions as, “Is this cubist 
or futurist?” and “ Tell me, what 
do these pictures mean?’ Pictures 
are pictures just as people are 
people. You like them or you 
dislike them, you understand them 
or you don’t, but you don't ask 
what they mean. It isn’t what 
pictures mean, but what they are, 
that matters. 


COLOR IS FEATURE 
OF MAYHEW PRINTS 


The impression I get from the 
exhibition of color-etchings by 
Nell Brooker Mayhew now show- 


ing at Barker Brothers’ gallery, is 
of a naive and very gifted child 
spending a glorious afternoon 
smearing color over everything 
with quite happy results. A pur- 
ist would hardly accept them as 
etchings for they are a combina- 
tion of crudely etched and very 
sparse lines, a mere framework in 
fact, and color which is applied 
to the plate in the manner of mon- 
otype. It is easy to pick holes in 
them technically, yet in spite of 
poor printing of the line work, her 
color sense is so individual 
usually so delightful that these 
prints, by whatever name you 
choose to call them, are quite en- 
joyable. Mrs. Mayhew has a live- 
ly feeling for atmosphere and the 
saving grace of composition. 

There is a good use of primit- 
ive color in the little print “Cour- 
age” and in “Mission San Juan 
Batista.” “Courage” especially is 
very rich in color and very dar- 
ing—perhaps that explains the 
title, for the print itself gave me 
no clue. “Howeward Bound” 
shows a sailing ship in the glow 
of evening, seagulls flying about 
her in a mist of golden’ glory. 
“Evening Comes” pleased me par- 
ticularly. It is a vague landscape, 
in fact, I do not quite know what 
it is all about, but it contains 
some heavenly color. There is a 
whole series of the California Mis- 
sions, among them iI especially 
liked San Juan Batista, San Luis 
Rey and Solano Missions.

ART IN THE MIDATLANTIC 


Etchings and Celebrities on an English Steamer as 
“Times” Critic Sees Them 


We are not without our celebri- 
ties, all of them English. If there 
are American lions on board, they 
are not flaunting their manes in 
public—it may be, indeed, that 
they are lying low in their lairs, 
sullenly brooding on the treach- 
eries of the Atlantic. The British 
specimens are all blithely, though 
unobtrusively, on deck. But I shall 
not bore you with “interviews.” I 
have been observing them as 
though they were works of art in 
a gallery, an integral-part of a 
merely passing show, and it ig as 
such that they will be treated 
this letter. 

Three or four of our famous ones 
are of the stage. The other is Dr. 
W. T. Grenfell, writer and medico- 
missionary from Labrador. Dr. 
Grenfell needs no introduction, you 
all know of his wonderful work 
among the Labradorites, or what- 
ever you call the inhabitants of 
those ice-locked regions. He is 
genial and smiling, for all his hard 
experience, and he likes to play 
cards with a little girl—probably 
his grand-daughter. 

Nor do the other lions need 
placards. You know all about 
them, and have known everything 
for years. First there is Charles 
Rann Kennedy, tall, 
ergetically alive as Dr. Grenfell, 
his beautiful silvery hair neatly 
bobbed and floating like a halo. 
He, too, likes tu play and romp 
with little girls—probably, again, 
his grand-daughters— and he can 
be seen at almost any hour of the 
day striding or racing along the 
decks with one or two of them in 
tow. Tonight there is to be a 
fancy dress party in the bail-room, 
and I hope—and almost believe— 
‘that Mr. Kennedy will appear as 
the Bishop of Benares from his 
own “Servant in the House.” The 
role would suit him perfectly.

Complete Tests Made at the

tive eyesight, the eyes ofall hav-

Working with the council in its 
hation-wide campaign of eye con- 
@ervation. the Buick company 
testing the eyesight of each appli- 
cant for work, the result being 
recorded daily on the personal rec- 
@rd cards of employees, who at 
this time total 24,451. 


IS WIDESPREAD 

The situation at the Buick plant. 
similar revelations at the 

Ford works in Detroit and at other 
large industrial establishments, 
provide ample evidence that ne- 
giect by industry of the eyes of 
workers continues widespread, ac- 


eording to the council, which, in 


its report just issued, says: 
“The results of eyesight tests of 
the 32513 applicants for employ-

His Dollar Worth More 


HE exchange value of farm products 

for the things that farmers buy now 
stands at the highest point in nearly four 
years, declares the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in its monthly agri- 
cultural review for June. Such improve 
ment as the situation shows is attributed 
to the continued slow decline in prices of 
nonagricultural commodities at the same 
time that agricultural products have held 
their own. The department’s index of the 
purchasing power of farm products in terms 
of other commodities ig 77 for May, using 
the year 1913 as a base or 100. The corn 
crop now occupies a conspicuous place on 
the agricultural stage, and promises to be a 
pivotal factor in the entire meat and dairy 
situation of 1925, the department says. 
Wheat growers are reported « be in a 
somewhat more cheerful frame of mind ov- 
er the recent advances in wheat, due to a 
smaller prospective world crop. 3 

Conditions on the Pacific Coast are re- 
‘garded as one decided fly in the ointment, 
drought in this section having cut heavily 
into the grain crops and feed, while fruits 
in the Northwest have been damaged by 
frosts and drought. The citrus crops are 
reported as in good condition. 

“The urban community is now beginning 
to taste the results of overexpanded pro- 
ducing capacity,” the department says. “The 
textile, automobile, railway equipment and 
many allied industries are in the position 
recently familiar to wheat, cattle and hog 
producers of being ‘all geared up and no 
place to go.’ 

The effect on agriculture of the wane of 
the industrial boom is open to speculation, 
the department points out. For two years 
farmers have had an unprecedented do- 
mestic market, but the outlook this fall is 
not so good. The weight of informed opin- 
ion, however, is that in the immediate fu- 
‘ture farmers as a whole stand to gffn more 
from cheaper labor and materials than they 
are likely to lose by a narrower market for 
lamb, butter or semiluxury products. 


A Big Undertaking 

a plan contemplating pro- 

ducer-control of several large grain 
marketing organizations, including han- 
dling facilities and tra@ing privileges, to- 
gether with a large number of grain eleva- 
tors, was submitted to the executive com- 
mittee of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration. In scope, this plan is far greater 
than any yet attempted by producers of 
agricultural commodities for the marketing 
agencies and elevators affected virtually 
control the Chicagd grain market, handling 
a total of over 1,000,000,000 bushels of 
grain annually. In addition to these trading 
organizations, it is posed to take over 
5000 co-operatively ed and operated 
grain elevators which have a combined ca- 
pacity of between 356,000,000 and 40,000,000 
bushels. 

If the plans for this truly staggering pro}j- 
ect wer eto be accepted and put into exe- 
cution the operation of the great organiza- 
tion thus created would be the supreme 
test of co-operative marketing. If success- 
ful, it would go a long way in taking wheat, 
America’s great staple, out of the hands of 
speculators and would thus stabilize the 
grain industry of the United States. If it 
collapsed, as well it might, under the sheer 
weight of its activities, the theory and 
practice of co-operative marketing, not ac- 
cepted by a large number of producers, 
would suffer a severe setback. It is ad- 
visable, then, that those responsible for the 
inauguration of this, the newest and most 
ambitious scheme to solve the problems of 
the grain farmers look well and then look 
again before they leap.

MORE FARM FLOCKS NEEDED TO 


TURN WASTEFEED INTO MUTTON 


By R. F. MILLER, Associate Professor of Animal Husbandry, University of California,

ALIFORNIA has always played a prom- 
inent part in the production of sheep 
and wool. Spanish sheep were intro- 
duced into the State as early as 1773 and 
increased rapidly under the care of the pad- 
res in charge of the missions. Special laws 
were passed providing that only a good 
grade of sheep should be selected and prop- 
agated. Every settler at the Mission San 
Jose was compelled to keep three sheep to 
every other animal. In 1796, 200 head were 
distributed at Los Angeles, and in 1797 there 
were over 6000 head of Merino sheep at San 
Francisco, In 1825, over a million sheep 
wefe kept at the seventeen missions, ex- 
tending from San Francisco to San Diego. 
In 1876, the banner sheep year, there were 
6,406,465 sheep in California. The number 
has gradually decreased, however, until at 
the present time, there are about 2,500,000 
head in the State. 
During the past five years, many Califor- 
nia farmers have become interested in 
sheep to the extent of going in for flocks 
of 50 to 100 ewes. In most cases, they have 
begun by buying ten or twenty bred ewea, 
and oftentimes these have been old ewes 
no longer useful on the range. In nearly 
every case, these farm flocks have proven 
a profitable investment. There is room, 
however, for a great many more farm 


flocks in the State, since California is so

well adapted to sheep raising. In Great 
Britain, for instance, there are 235 sheep 
per square mile and they are mostly kept 
on small farms, while in California there 
are only sixteen sheep per square mile, Sheep 
are a valuable asset for a number of rea- 
sons, of which the following are worth 
noting: 

1. The farmer depen 
the income of this place, looks to the cash 
side first of all. Sheep return two cash 
crops annually, namely wool and mutton. 
A good grade ewe 2 or 3 years old will cost 
about $10. The average wool clip is about 
eight pounds at 35 cents a pound. Spring 
lambs have been selling from $6.50 to $8 
each, making a gross return of about $10. 
Considering that it costs from $4 to $5 a 
year to keep a ewe, this leaves a net re 
turn of $5 per ewe on a $10 investment. 

2. The cash income during the spring 
or early summer from the sale of the lambs 
and wool comes at an opportune time to 
take care of labor bills incurred in planting, 
seeding, haying, etc. The farmer's main 
income usually comes in the fall at harvest 
time, and he is often obliged to negotiate 
a loan from the bank te meet current ex- 
penses during the

WHAT'S THE ANSWER? 


It can readily be seen that consistency 
passed out.

flicted with tuberculosis into the county 
of Los Angeles, except. for immediate 
slaughter, will be welcomed by dairymen 
who are striving to keep reactor cattle out 
of the county. This new ordinance, which 
provides severe penalties for violations, is 
made immediately effective in order to safe- 
guard dairymen from an influx of unhealthy 
stock which, it is believed would, in the ab- 
sence of such an ordinance, be brought in 
by unscrupulous dealers as soon as the 


_ foot-and-mouth ban is lifted. Animals not 


intended for immediate slaughter when 
brought into the county must be accompa- 
nied by a certificate signed by a Federal, 
State, or county veterinarian, live-stock in- 
spector or similar official, or by a specially 
authorized veterinarian, showing such cat- 
tle to be free from tuberculosis following 
a physica] examination and a tuberculin test 
performed within thirty days of date of 
shipment. Upon arrival of stock, the coun- 
ty live-stock inspector must be notified in 
writing and the certificate filed with. him. 
The inspector will mark such cattle with 
identification tags and will keep the name 


for the indemni- 
ties for the slaughtered live stock, amount- 
ing to approximately $3,700,000, is being 
equally shared by the Federal government 
and the State of California.

This is an ex- 
treme instance, as, on the whole, packers 
are making only a good sound profit, since 
the glut periods reduce meat 
There is, however, rank profiteering among 
many retailers, comparing their returns 
with the miserable amount realized by the 
cattleman. 

CAN THEY HELP? 

The California Cattle Association under 
the leadership of Fred Bixby, who is now 
president of the National Live Stock Asso 
ciation, opposed the yards method of mar- 
keting for Los Angeles. Under the ey 
the directors headed by “Hub” Ru 
present president of the California Cattle 
Association, a marketing plan was evolved 
along the lines of the co-operative fruit 
associations, giving a sale contract con- 
trol.

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WATER RESOURCES 
CALLED INTO PLAY 


PHOENIX (Aris.)—Sddden hot weather 
and the demands of 110,000 acres of cotton 
and of thousands of acres in melons and 
other market crops lately caused the great- 
est call for irrigation flows ever known in 
the local canal systems. At one time the 
ditches were carrying 150,000 miners’ inches, 
necessitatmg heavy draft on the storage 
at the Roosevelt reservoir. The canal tend- 
ers have started a close patrol of the ditch 


banks, to prevent overflow through gopher 
noles, 


The forces of the Federal and State veter- , 


inarians now are turning from quarantine 
along the Arizona border again to the half- 
completed task of testing the dairy herds 
of the State for tuberculosis. The fifth 
Salt River Valley district has just been fin- 
ished, with a finding of 2 per cent of re 
actors, in 4000 head of cows. Many second 
tests have been made, with no finding of tu 
berculosis, By the end of September it is 
expected that completion of tests will = 
been made in the counties of Yavapai, Co- 

conino, Mohave, Navajo, Apache, Gila, 
Greenlee, Graham and Cochise. Late 
frosts are reported to have almost elim- 
inated the apple and peach crops of many 
Arizona mountain valleys. Especially no 
table is the failure on the famous Iron apple 
ranch on the Superior highway, near Miami, 
The same bad condition is said to prevail 
in the valleys that drain info the Verde 


- River, producers of peaches of superior qual- 


ity. 

Arizona bee men generally report the 
worst season known for many years. Mes- 
quite was late in blooming and in Yavapai 
county, to the northward, the blooms and. 
leaves are said to have been attacked by a 
tiny insect. Spring rains were of little 
consequence and there were few wild flow- 
ers. Alfalfa now is being cut generally be- 
fore it gets into full bloom and many of the 
alfalfa fields are of the Hairy Chilean vari- 
ety, declared almost worthless from a bee 
man’s standpoint. Thousands of stands of 
bees have been taken from the Salt River 
Valley farming section out into the desert 
and mesquite country along the Gila and 
Santa Cruz rivers. Many of them have been

ver Valley is 
overstocked with bees and that the desert 
and the mountain valleys are offering the 
only opportanities for expansion... Decilara- 
tion is made that not over twenty pounds 
of honey to the hive will be the average 
crop this season, though conditions just 
now are looking up in this locality, with 
the bees for the first time storing more 
than they consume. Sales are being made 
at around $10 a case, considered low in 
view of the conditions, Many of the awners 
have spent large sums in trucking their 
colonies over the country, looking for good 
locations. 


SAY THEY WILL STICK 
TO CROPS THEY KNOW 


MCFARLAND.—A striking example of 
what can be done in the way of Wiversified 
farming is shown at the Kraft Brotliers 
ranch north of McFarland. The Kraft 


brothers came to this section some seven 
years ago and purchased 160 acres of raw 
land. Today they have this ranch scien- 
tififally divided into five units and have 
every facility on hand for the proper care 
of development of their crops. 

There are fifty-five acres of Thompson 
seedless grapes, from three to four years 
old. Twenty acres are planted to alfalfa, 
which is used both for. pasture and hay. 
Ten acres were given to wheat this season 
and the yield was 18% sacks per acre. The 
wheat is of splendid quality and will bring 
the top price. Sixty acres are now being 
planted to corn, which, in view of the 
light acreage devoted to this product 
throughout the valley, is expected to bring 
a good price. 

The Kraft brothers have planted no cotton 
and, according to their own statements, 
they do not intend to plant any. They say 
they know nothing about raising cotton and 
expect to stick to the growing of crops with 
which they have succeeded in the past. — 

This ranch has a good a herd of dairy 
cows and there are hogs in sufficient num- 
ber to take care of all surplus milk and add 
materially to the profits.

He left his 
home in Hemet Valley to go to war, but 

found him back again at ranch work. 
eantime his best friend of high school 
days, Inez Brown, had been working as a 
telephone operator to help earn her way 
through high school and later through col- 
lege. In her mind, too, was the idea that 
ranch life would suit her better than any 
other. Therefore, when the two found they 
cared enough for each other to marry, 
there’ was immediate unanimity of opinion 
as to the kind of éccupation Mr. Brown was 
to engage in.

CAUSE OF DAMAGE 


The following eemi-monthiy and 
stock report just released by the Cal 


“The past fortnight was characterized by 
considerable warm weather. The high tem- 
peratures that prevailed had some injuri- 
ous effect on crops in need of moisture. 
Coastal counties experienced some foggy 
weather, while in the interior valleys some 
wind was present; however, it was less 
marked and less severe than usual. 

“Range pastures are in a very poor con- 
dition. Natural feed is now very short and 
scarce in the valleys and in the foothills. 
Some stock is showing the effects of the 


- ghortage of natural feed, but generally cat- 


tle and sheep are faring quite well. Stub 
ble fields are being pastured as soon as 
available, which is affording a fairly good 
supply of feed in some localities. Water 
for stock is entirely lacking on a number 
of the lower ranges where otherwise a small 
amount of feed would be available. 


“The grain harvest Is well advanced and 


although yields are considerably below nor- 


mal, they are better than expected in some 
localities. 

“The recent high temperatures hive 
caused fruit crops in unirrigated localit es 
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water for gravity irrigation, many growers 
are of the opinion that there is sufficient 
moisture available in the ground to mature 
the crops; however, some fruit may not 
size up ‘as normally. Generally speaking, 
the supply of well water is holding out very 
well throughout the State, although there 
are districts where growers are experienc- 
trouble in securing the

“tryman generally devotes all his time to 
the development of a flock of high average 
egg producers, and the real dyed-in-the-wool 
fancier is at all times striving for blue rib- 
bon winners; consequently the one who 
woes in fer both eggs and feathers, over- 
looking neither type nor production, is as- 
suming a dual role that calls for unusual 
effort and ability. When such a poultry- 
man succeeds, however, he is bound to ex- 
perience a real satisfaction and occupa- 
tion is not accompanied by a fair degree of 
enjoyment, the person engaged in it will 
sooner or later find himself in a rut, un- 
able to appreciate any possible profit which 
may be derived from his work. Perhaps 
no other occupation that calls for out-of- 
door work affords greater opportunity for 
both healthful pleasure and proper remun- 
eration for the work involved and the In- 
vestment represented than does the opera- 
tion of a_ well-conducted poultry plant. 
This, at least, is the attitude taken by L. B. 
McNutt, Plymouth Rock breeder of San 
Gabriel. This energetic poultryman is 
thoroughly convinced that Southern Caill-

The volume of commodities handled 
through the two wholesale markets is what 
would be expected in the distributing cen- 
ter for the richest agricultural county in 
America. In the matter of strawberries, 
for example, during the season of 1923, 
slightly less than 600,000 crates were han- 
died in both markets. During the period 
over which the maximum movement of 
strawberries occurs, or about four months, 
they pass through the wholesale markets 
at the rate of approximately 4000 crates per 
day. The entire perio’ during which there 
are local-grown strawberries in the markets 
would be somewhat longer, and the volume

Obvioutly, citrus fruit is marketed during 
the entire year, and except during a sea- 
son where frost-injured fruit has to be 
watched for very little difficulty is en- 
countered with standardization § violations. 
During a normal season, some 500 cars of 
packed citrus fruit are handled through 
the two wholesale markets. This is exclusive 
of the fruit shipped directly to other 
States from packing-houses in the various 
districts of Los Angeles county, which fs in- 
spected by the district horticultural inspec- 
tors. The loose fruit, however, constitutes 
the major portion of citrus fruit in these 
two markets. Navel oranges alone account 
for some 4900 boxes per day, during the 
height of the season. The movement of

of the major portion of the crop; the Agri- 
cultural Secretary of the Central Japanese 
Association and the Los Angeles market 
inspectors to outline a policy for the se.- 
son. Following this conference, the Janpa- 
nese officials circularize their members in 
the Japanese language and publish in the 
market section of the Japanese Daily News 
a translation of a resume of the standard- 
ization law, furnished them by the Los An- 
geles County Horticultural Commissioner's 
Office, giving the provisions relating to 
packing of strawberries, with any changes 
in legislation which may have occurred 
since the previous season. It has been 
noted that this policy combined with strict 
enforcement of law on the part of the 
market inspectors, has materially reduced 
the number of prosecutions for violations of 
the Standardization Act in so far as straw- 
berries are concerned. 

The types of violations in strawberry 
packs most commonly encountered by in- 
spectors are deceptive pack, immature 
fruit, overripe fruit and unlabeled crates, 
in the order mentioned. Prosecutions in con- 
nection with this, as well as other com- 


modities, are not made on strictly technical 


less figure, probably not over 1006 to 1200 
boxes per day. although the season for this 
variety is longer. 

Apples are inspected under a special act 


covering this fruit alone. Under the pro- 


visions of this act, grades are defined and 


all packed apples are required to be 
marketed under these grades. Violations 
consisting of deceptive and improper label- 
ing, or no labels at all, deceptive pack, and 
serious defects in excess of the tolerance 
provided by law, form the basis of a num- 
ber of prosecutions each season. More than 
2,500,000 packed boxes and approximately 
500,000 loose boxes of apples are distributed 
here in an ordinary season. 

Miscellaneous deciduous fruits, in sea- 
son, help to swell the volume of fruit 
handled. Itemized figures on these are not 
ready available, but the total would be 
close to 400 cars, besides over 600,000 boxes 
of plums, prunes, apricots, peaches and 
pears, arriving by truck. Condition, pack 
and labeling are watched by inspectors as 
in other fruits. 

Potatoes, both California-grown and from 
out of the State, are handled in large quan- 
tity. In addition to approximately 4500 cars 
each year, which are shipped into the two. 
markets, over 1500 truck loads of local 
potatoes are marketed each season. These 
are watched for excess of serious defects 
and for deceptive pack, principally in the 
cases of potatoes packed in lugs. The prac- 
tice of lacing three or four large potatoes 
at the mouth of the sack is not regarded as 
a deception, inasmuch as potatoes are not 
sold on the basis of the quality shown at 
the top, but upon inspection made by cut- 
ting open the side of the sack. The 
tice of “stovepiping” that is, placing a stove- 
pipe in the center of the sack, filling with 
inferior potatoes, and placing potatoes of su- 
perior quality around the outside is re- 
garded as “old-fashioned” and is seldom 
met with nowadays. | 

Los Angeles markets get their share of 
Imperial Valley cantaloupes, both by rail 
and truck. Here the principal problem ‘s 
that of unscrupulous dealers who smuggle 
out truckloads of cantaloupes unfit for sale. 
In spite of the utmost care exercised by 
Imperial Valley imspectors, these oc- 
casionally slip into the Los Angeles market. 
The question of maturity is the principal 
one with which the inspector must concern 
himself and there are many tests which 
may be applied. The latest and most posi- 
tive of these is the chemical test worked 
out by the United States Bureau of Chemis- 
try and made a matter of law for the first 
time last season. This is ‘a “soluble solids” 
or sugar test, similar to that employed to 
determine maturity in grapes. A normal 
season will see over 1500 cars of canta- 
loupes sold for distribution from the Los 
Angeles wholesale markets. Melons of all 
other kinds, watermelons, muskmelons, 
honeydews and casabas, mount up in vol-

Such vegetables as lettuce, cabbage, caull- 
flower and celery, require the inspectors’ 
attention as to condition and while (with 
the exception of lettuce) vegetables are not 
required by California law to be labeled, if 
the containers do hear labels, they must 
set forth the facts. This latter principle of 
course applies to all fruits and veretales. 
In the case of these and similar vegetables, 
inspections are made both on the markct 
and in the field and packing sheds to de- 
termine whether the number of dozens or

Avocados are beginning to be seen mere 
generally where not so long since they were 
exceedingly rare, and the recently organized 
avocado marketing organization is taking 
steps looking toward the inclusion of this 
product under the scope. of the standardiza- 
tion law. A. perplexing problem to he 
solved before this can be done is the es. 
tablishmeat of a practicable method of de 
termining maturity for purposes of law en- 
forcement. The Federal laboratory !s 
working on this matter and believes that it 
will be successful in evolving a chemical 
test, which can be used by inspectors. The 
Los Angeles wholesale markets handled up- 
ward of boxes of avocados last season. 

Mexico contributes off-season vegetables, 
for about the first four or five months of 
the year. Several hundred cars of tomatoes 
and peppers are handled annually from 
Mexico, and this season, cantaloupes have 
heen added to the list, to the extent of a 
‘few cars. These three commodities are 
from American plantings in Mexico, main- 
tained to supply the market when other 
sources of supply are not functioning. The 
pack is exactly comparable to that of the 
same commodities coming from local 
sources, as the vegetables are handled as 
if grown in California. 

The statistical record of the standardiza- 
tion work of the Los Angeles County 
Horticultural Commissioner's Office shows 
that during the fiscal year ending July |}. 
1933, horticultural inspectors had made over 
71,000 inspections of stores and stalls, an: 
nearly 282,000 inspections of wagons, both 
wholesale and retail, in connection with the 
enforcement of the fruit and vegetable 
Standardization Acts. In addition to the 
movement of fruit through the wholesale 
markets in the city of Los Angeles, over 
10,000 cars were shipped last year from 
various other points in this county. The 
inspection of this fruit obviously fell to dis- 
trict horticultural inspectors. ash 

Slightly less than $1500 in fines was col- 
lected as a result of prosecutions made 
where such action seemed to be indicated 
last vear. Hundreds of boxes and crates 
of fruit have been dumped, returned or 
reconditioned to protect the reputation of 
California products.

GAMES FOR THE 
"CHILDREN 


HERE ARE THREE WAYS TO 
WHILE AWAY YOUR IDLE 
HOURS 


Now that vacation days are here, 


many children, and mothers, too, 
have written in asking for games 
to play. Here are three from the 
collection of Miss C. L. Eckels, who 
is a specialist in children’s games: 


AOTING WORDS 

Children are seated in circlé or 
‘im line. Someone is told to go 
away from the circle. While he is 
away, a word is chosen. He is 
ealled back, and. beginning with 
the first person in line, asks him 
@ question at random, which is 
answered In a way that indicates 
the word chosen. For example— 
if loud is the word, all answers to 
questions put are given loudly. If 
the word is guessed after the 
question, the one acting the wo 
becomes “It” and leaves the circle. 
If he cannot guess the word after 
the first player has acted it, he 
then goes to the next one in line 
and asks a question of him. He 
continues around the circle until 


the correct word is guessed. The. 


one whose good acting enabled him 
to guess the word becomes  “‘it.” 
Only such words are chosen that 
can be well acted; 1. e., happy, sad, 
impatient, haughty, cheerful, po- 
lite, etc. (Ages 8 to 13 years.) 
BULD IN THE RING 

Children form circle. One is 
chosen “Bull,” who stands in cen- 
ter of. circle. Those in circle take 
hold of hands, holding tightly. At 
a given signal, “Ready,” the bull 
dashes wildly about trying to break 
through the line, or, stooping, 
dashes through the openings. At 
this point, the children quickly 
lower hands to block his escape. 
When he finally gets away, he 
runs; children drop hands and pur- 
sue him. The oné Catching the 
bull becomes “It” and the game 
continues. (For from 8 
to 12 years.) 


FISH, FISH, COME OVER THE 


SEA 
Children line up in a straight line 
on a line with a tree as goal. About 
thirty yards away, in line with an- 
other tree, is a second goal. Then, 
the one who has become “It,” aft- 


er counting out, stands half way, 


between the two goals and shouts: 
“Fish, fish, come over the sea.” At 
this, the children run for second 
goal and the fisherman tries to 
catch them. If he tags one or 
more they must join him and be- 
come fishermen. The fishermen 
then repeat: “Fish, fish, come 
over the sea,” children running to 
first goal, ete. The one who 
not caught wins the game. (For 
children from 6 to 12 years.)

“at the present moment, w a not incon- 


siderable part of the world’s energies—es- 
pecially in the British dominions—is being 
devoted to the task of digging out of the 
ground the soft yellow metal merely, as 
J. M. Keynes hag recently pointed out, to 
bury it again under ground in the vaults of 
banks, mainly in America. 


The history of the process whereby gold 
acquired so vast an influence over human 
- affairs is one of fascinating interest, which 
has a direct bearing upon fundamental prob- 
lems of humanistic inquiry that divide an- 
thropologists into two conflicting camps. ; 


Although men have lived upon the earth for 
hundreds of thousands of years, until about 
sixty centuries ago—a relatively recent 
event in the history of mankind—no value 
seems to have been attached to the soft 
yellow metal. Like the aboriginal Austral- 
fan and the Papuan at the present time 
men in general, before 4000 B. C., did not 
think gold worth picking up; it was lying 
about unappreciated. The wholly arbitrary 
value that we attach to the metal seems to 
have risen from a simple circumstance. In 
early times before the birth of real civiliza-: 
tion men credited certain shells with the 
power of life-giving, in other words, re- 
garded them: as ‘to 
death and sickness, and even to prolong 


these magical charms rendered them 
fhoré attractive than any of the other sur- 
rogates of the shells or even the shells 
‘themselves; and soon the golden amulet 
acquired a value far transcending that of its 
prototype, for the esthetic attraction of 
the first jewelry devised by men was a very 
potent factor in enhancing the appeal of 
these golden trinklets to both sexes,’ which 
primarily had been inspired by consider- 
ation of magic and religion.

Arbitrarily we can divide every tissue of 


the body into two major groups. That is, 
those tissues which will regenerate and 
restore their function after disease and 
those which will not. For instance, brain 
‘ tissue and nerves, once destroyed, can 
never be rebuilt. We are born with the 
same number of nerve cells we die .with. 
On the other hand most of the tissues of 
the body, when destroyed to a slight de- 
fee by sickness or accident, will regener- 
ate and restore themselves fully or partly. 


This knowledge is essential to under 
stand care of the teeth. 

‘When the enamel its broken through, it 
cannot regrow, and there is nothing left 
to do but visit the dentist and have the 
tooth filled. The reason is that enamel is 
unregenerative tissue. However, if a dis- 
ease attacks the root pulp of a tooth, re- 
storation can be effected, for pulp can re 
grow within limitations. 


Gum tissue is regenerative and in those 
diseases where recession of the gums takes 
and the dentine, or lower part of the 
tooth, is exposed, proper attention along 
dietetic lines can restore the gums to again 
adequately cover the teeth. The pus 
pockets of pyorrhea can also be completely 
obliterated and normal gum tissue will re- 
place them. | 


The salivary glands, or those structures 
which furnish the salivary juices of the 
mouth, are made up of numerous’ tubes, 
lined with cells whose function is to se 
crete saliva. It is like a number of micro 
scopic pipes whose walls leak forth the 
fluid, and whose common opening is into 
a larger collecting pipe. This pipe enters 
the mouth proper. 


The salivary glands are sometimes lable 
to inflammatory infection. We call this 
common condition mumps, during which 
* time the glands swell to twice or three 
times their normal size. Most of you are 
familiar with this condition, generally oc- 
curing during childhood, 


There are four principal tonsils in the 
human throat and frequently a large num- 
ber of emaller tonsil-like stuctures some- 
times called adenoids. The principal ton- 
sils, or those most frequently affected in 
common tonsilitis, are those which lie on 
either side of the uvula, the little pillar 
that hangs down from the back part of the 
roof of the mouth. 


Tonsils are manufacturers of lymph, the 
fluid which is claimed to destroy bacterla 
more than any other fluids of the body. 
Their removal in inflammatary conditions, 
places the throat and especially the respir- 
asatory system in a condition of extreme 
susceptibility to disease. 

The esophagus is the long tube running 
from the back part of the mouth, through 

e chest, to the stomach. It is made of two 

ds of muscle. 
voluntary muscle, subject to the will, the 
lower part is of involuntary muscle, auto- 
matic in action. 

Swallowing is not done by gravity, but 
by the contraction of the muscles of the 
esophagus, squeezing the food downward. 
It is for this reason that one can swallow 
food or water standing head down. When 
food has passed through one-third of the 
esophagus it cannot be coughed up. 

Finally we come to the stomach. The 
esophagus, stomach and all of the digestive 
tube are composed of four layers of tissue. 
The external layer consists of a ¢oarse 
fibrous coat, whose function is protection. 
The next layer inward, composed of in- 
voluntary muscle, churns and passes the 
food along. Inside of this is the submucus 
layer, made up of a number of fibers in 
which are imbedded the bases of the diges- 
‘tive glands. The innermost layer is the 
mucus coat, made up of mucus membrane, 
somewhat similar to the red portion of the 
lips and mouth. It is called mucus mem- 
brane because of the immense number of 
tiny mucus glands that pour out their se- 
cretions from it.

Care of the Baby

(1.) If baby gete hungry within an hour 
or two after he has nursed. — 


(2.) there is a steady failure of 
5 star slow growth, or a loss of weight. 

(3.) If he continuously gives forth the 
characteristic wails and cries of hunger. 

(4.) If he shows an undue and unnatural 
voracity when food is given _to him. 

Even though baby comes under any one 
of these classifications, an attempt should 
be made to increase breast milk before re- 
sorting to auxiliary feedings, unless condil- 
tions are extreme. 

Hot applications, breast massage, deep 
breathing and other exercise, and a diet 
containing considerable fruits and vege- 
table soups sometimes work wonders. Even 
though these fail to sharply increase the 
milk. fidw, do not put baby on auxiliary 
feeding until he shows one or more of 
these four conditions. 

Now, what shall this auxiliary formula 


‘be? In the vast majority of cases, guaran- 


teed raw milk as sold by any city dairy, 
diluted in the proportion of three parts 
milk to one part distilled or boiled water, 
is usually satisfactory. Add nothing else 
to the milk. 

Always have baby drain the breasts be- 
fore giving an outside feeding. 

If it is necessary to give auxiliary feed- 
ing after each nursing, do not give milk 
only. For instance, we shall presume that 
baby is receiving five nursings every twen- 
ty-four hours. 

At the first nursing give him the milk 
formula immediately following the breast. 
(Quantity will be discussed in next week's 
issue.) At the second feeding, let him 
drain the breasts and then wait approxi- 
mately thirty to forty-five minutes. Then 
use fruit juices-—The purpose of the inter- 
val between breast milk and fruit juice is 
to permit the stomach to empty itself be- 
fore the entrance of the fruit juices. Fruit 
juices, especially of the stronger kinds such 
as orange, apple, tomato, grape, etc., curdle 
the milk, due to the presence of whole- 
some fruit acids. The third feeding 
should again be milk, the fourth fruit juice 
and the fifth milk. 

Now, a word or two as to the prepara- 
tion of the fruit juices. An infant under 
three months of age can be fed from the 
following juices: 

To be diluted half and®haif with distilled 
water. 

(1.) Apple juice—made by squeezing 
the apple in a press and straining the pulp. 

(2.) Orange juice—squeeze and strain 
pulp through strainer ar cheese cloth. 

(3.) Tomato juice—prepare same as or- 
ange. | 

(4.) Berry juice—wash in cold running 
water and press through cheese cloth. 

(5.) Apricot juice—prepare by removing 
pit, cut in small pieces and squeeze through 
cheese cloth. 

(6.) Peach—prepared same as apricot 
juice. 

(7.) Plum—Same as apricot. 

(8.) Grape—Same as apricot. 

For most of these fresh fruit juices, 
pressing machines are on the market. 
These may be used as well, but for a tiny 
infant be sure to strain the pulp from the 
juices, — 

This group consists of juices extracted 
from dried fruits in the following formulas. 

(1.) Eight prunes of the 40-60 to the 
pound variety, cut up and ‘soaked twenty- 
four hours with one tumberful cold water. 
Be sure to keep cool and unexposed. 

(2.) Eight black Spanish mission figs, 
same size as prunes, prepared in same 
manner, with similar quantity of water, but 
soaked twelve hours only. - 

(3.) Dried apricots, same formule, as 
figs. 

(4.) Dried peaches, same formula as fer 
figs. 

(5.) 


Two heaping tablespoonsful of seed- 
less raisins (preferably ground) to one 
tumbler water. Soak twelve hours. 

All of these fruit juices given in both 
tables should have the pulp removed for 
infants under three months of age, but for 
infants over that age, more and more pulp 
should be permitted to remain. 
year of age none of the pulp need be re- 
moved, At approximately a year and half 
and upward, the fresh and dried fruits are 
always superior to the juices extracted 
from them.

O plerce the Continental Divide and 

place Denver in direct communica 

tion with the great empire to the 

west of the Rockies, the Moffat tun- 
nel is now being constructed. When this 
tunnel under James Peak is completed, 
something like three years from now, it 
will be the longest railroad tunnel on the 
western hemisphere and the sixth longest 
in the world. The railroad tunnels that 
will exceed the Moffat in length are in the 
Alps and the Austrian Tyrol. They are 
the Simplon, 12.4 miles; St. Gothard, 9.26 
miles; Loetschberg, 9.3 miles; Mt. Cenis, 
7.97 miles, and the Arlberg, 6.2 miles. The 
latter is only slightly longer than the Mof- 
fat survey, which is 6.09 miles. 

It is belfeved that a world record both 
fim cost and time will be made by the Mof- 
fat tunnel, for its projectors have the ad- 
vantage of all the former experience gained 
im former tunneling and éngineering, and 
besides they have at their command the 
improved methods of drilling and more 
powerful explosives. 

For many years Denver realized that 

such a tunnel as this would have to be 
built sooner or later. Denver does not 
relish the idea of sitting eternally on the 
eastern slope of the Rockies and realizing 
that there is no dependable straight-to-the- 
West communication with the land that lies 
straight to the West. At present the per- 
gon traveling any distance west of Denver 
is routed by way of Cheyenne to the north 
or sent south by the way of Pueblo. 
At present the Moffat road, or Denver 
and Salt Lake Railroad, runs only as far 
‘as Craig, west of Steamboat Springs, in 
the northwest part of Colorado. It is pro- 
posed to link the Moffat Road with the 
Denver and Rio Grande Western by build- 
ing the Dotsero cut-off. This, it is planned, 
will run from Orestod, about fifty miles 
west of the Moffat tunnel, to Dotsero. 

For years the Moffat road has been 
famous as a scenic and excursion route. 
These attractions and the saving of time 
and mileage are making Union Pacific of- 
ficials look searchingly in the direction of

Would Mean Circle Trip 


UTTING this plan into effect would 
give the Union Pacific a central trans- 
contifental route in addition to its present 
northern route, and would give it an im- 


mense circle trip, taking in virtually all of 
the most widely known beauty spots of the 
West. It could route passenger traffic 


scenery in Southeastern Nevada, then 
to Los Angeles and the Pacific Coast, with 
the return trip over the northern route. 
Under the bill enacted by the Colorado 
State Legislature, which permitted the 
construction of the Moffat tunnel by the 
Moffat Tunnel District, the use of the tun- 
nel cannot be granted exclusively to any 
one railroad.

A twenty- 
two-car train means a total weight of about 
2,400,000 pounds. It is less than ninety 
miles from Tabernash to Denver, and yet 
for such a train the running time is often 
fourteen hours. Little wonder that all of 
Colorado is keenly interested in a project 
that will speed up these trains, loaded with 
the much-needed coal from the northwest 
pert of the State. — | 


“The -Moffat road has long been a favor- 
ite with tourists visiting Colorado.

where in the body, sometimes as fat, some- 
times in the liver or kidneys or the walls 
of the arteries, just postponing the day of 
reckoning. 

“Our bodies are made up of individual 
cells, each of which is a living entity, but 
acting with a community spirit and inter- 
est for the whole. These cells are made 
up mostly of certain minerals, some fifteen 
or sixteen in el, Some cells require more 
of one mineral and others of another. The 
food we eat supplies these minerals. Plants 
take these minerals from the soil and 
elaborate them so that we can use them. 
Our cells cannot take up raw minerals, 
such as table salt or iron from a bottle. 

“Common table salt is sodium chloride 
and is not used by the cells of our bodies. 
It is not a food. Ordinarily, it is wed for 
pickling meat. This is just what it does to 
our bodies—it pickles them alive. It 
draws water from the cells, thas shriveling 
and aging them. It hardens the arteries 
(another sign of old age,)} constipates the 
bowels, leading to all sorts of diseases, 
causes rheumatism, heart trembling, 
Bright's disease, dropsy, etc. 

“It will be difficult for most people to 
- break themselves of the habit of eating 
salt. There are two ways. One is to stop

the beet undergoes any chemical change. 


precipitate some of the impurities 
beet sugar. The clear juice 
centrifuged, 


such as acid calcium phosphate, phosphoric 
acid, and milk of lime. 

Then to carry away any suspended pro- 
tein matter which may remain, the sugar 
manufacturer uses blood albumen from the 
slaughter houses. 

Again the manufacturer makes another 
purchase from the slaughter houses, bone 
black from “canning” or low-grade animals. 
This bone black or animal charcoal is used 
as a Alter to further “purify” this mixture 
which we call sugar. 

Thus far the sugar has been thoroughly 
heated twice. Now it must again be thor- 
oughly bofled to separate it from the syrup.. 
You may think that it ought to be ready 
for consumption now—but—not yet. | 

The last touch of shimmering whiteness 
must be added. 

It is then bleached with a strong bleach- 
ing agent such as blue water. This process 
holds true with first grade sugar but it be- 
comes even worse with low grade sugars. 
These inferior sugars are extracted from 
the molasses by-products by the action of 


strong chemicals such as calcium | 


the ultimate extreme in food degeneration. 
Merely to state that & is a starvation food 
is putting it mildly. The term food is a 
misnomer. Sugar is the most injurious 
product in our national dietary with no ex- 
ceptions and under every possible cond! 
tion.

OME time ago I steod in front of a pope 

lar downtown dairy lunchroom. It was 
11 o’clock in the moraimg.

The Ira was dropped as being too sober; 
it had a Puritanical sound. Ira. A bit 
somber, you'll admit, for the Emperor of 
Melody, the Caesar of Syncopation, the un- 
crowned king of jazz. 

He started life as Ira, but not in New 


- England. Would you have guessed, seeing 
Del Mar with that violin tucked under his 
chin and the way he played it, that he 
came from Kansas, from the corn fields, 
from the most uncompromising landscape 
outside of Russia? 

He was born where the soul feeds on 
minute glories, or starves—cobwebs strung 
with dew; cloud shadows racing across 
plains of corn; frost crystals; small, cher- 
ished flowers, and the landscapes painted 
at symset for the eye that can see. Ira 
Sampson could see. He was gifted at birth 
with seeing what most men have no need 
of seeing and no desire to see. He spun 
his dreams out of the homely realities of 
the barnyard, sitting hunched on a fence, 
strrting off. He did not require flamboy- 
ant hills, palaces, gardens, since they were 
all in his head. But foolishly he went in 
search of them, and at twenty was in Kab- 
sas City learning how to play the fiddle.

And 
when I have told you what I know you will 
probably smash every one of your Del Mar 
records. You will grind them under your 
heel if I'm not mistaken. , 

At 25 he was playing in a symphony or- 
chestra, one of the smaller endowed or 
chestras of the Middle West. ._He was a 
second violin and sat with the other violins 
on the conductor’s left. He knew that un- 
less he took great care he would dominate 
the others; his tone was so much sweeter 
and more penetrating. He held himeelf 
back and smiled to himself. He loved the 
big, bare theater with its peeling walls the 
color of terra cotta and its double row of 
boxes in the grand manner. He loved the 
odor of the place, an odor of dusty velvet 
carpets and varnish. 

He could feel himgelf vibrating whenever 
he filed in with the members of the orches- 
tra and took his place in one of the cane 
Beated chairs; a deep, delicious joy took 
possession of him; it was the Hfting joy of 
youth; he had not yet experienced enough 
to be indifferent to this little personal trt- 


umph. He liked 
the tuning up 
of the orches- 


tra; the vast 
gurgle and bub- 
ble of violas, 
horns and ‘cel 
los; the thamp 
and squeak of 
drums and 
strings; 
the sudden,

perior clarity of harps, sweeping 
through it all, making flights, up, 
down, across, indifferent to 
everything. He liked to dash off 


very brilliant, that went unno- 
ticed in the hubbub. The audl- 
7 ence assembled; ushers ran back 
and forth; the boxes filled up. And Ira’s 
heart beat louder and louder, until the con- 
ductor appeared, bowed, rapped with his 
baton, and began. Then Ira’s heart seemed 
to be still, to cease altogether. The music 
was everything. He gave himself to it. 
We have been talking about those artists 
who emulate Judas, the men who betray 
art for thirty pieces of silver. It is being 
done everyday, For one man who is as 
great as he might be there are twenty who 
bestow the kiss—and accept the_ silver. 
The novelists who might have written the 
great American novel; the playwrights 
who might have produced an honest play; 
the painters who might have painted un- 
compromising portraits! The great novel 
becomes a chronicle calculated to “serial- 
ize,” with “heart interest” thrown in to 
please the editor or a public that ig sup- 
posed to relish happy endings. The play- 
wright excuses himself on the ground that 
the producer shrinks from expensive inno- 
vations. The producer, again, blames the 
public. ‘The public wants so and so. Al- 
ways the public! The painter paints what 
the public wants and the musician com- 
poses what the public can understand. 
When the critic complains of a vast, a 
ponderable mediocrity, the artist shrugs his 
shoulders and argues, “But we must live!” 


In the beginning Ira Sampson was as far 
away from all this as it is possible to be. 
He lived in the atmosphere of the best 
music; with a sense of adventure and ex- 
ploration he followed the conductor through 
the mazes of the symphonic classics; there 
were times when he felt an almost intoler- 
able excitement, as if he were treading 
dizzy heights, removed from common ex- 
perience, breathing the rarefied air of 
Olympus. Other mortals, less fortunate, 
were in the valleys. 

It never occurred to him that he could 
do anything but go forward as he was go 
ing. He gaw himself, Ira Sampson, wield- 
ing the baton, the sacred stick of au- 
thority; he saw himself, licked by the fires, 
evoking the terrible beauty of immortal 
harmony.
